Senator Mason’s speech in full follows: 
„Mr. President, the great hindrance to

some of the men of our own country have 
suggested and stood for under similar cir- 
cumstances.

“ That on this line I am following the way 
blazed by that great statesman, Henry Clay, 
in 1813, and followed by the Congress of the 
United States, will at least excuse me from 
the charge of self-assertion, even if 1 fail 
to enlist my colleagues in this cause. 

Mr. Clay’s speech was delivered March 
24, 1818, the House being in committee of 
the whole and having under consideration 
an appropriation bill providing for the sup- 
port of the government for 1819.

Learned Lawyer at Fault. 


“I would not wish to suggest that the 
learned lawyer who furnished\the authori- 
ties for this branch of the President's mes- 
sage was in the least disingenuous, but it 
is exceedingly unfortunate that the mere 
opinion of the Executive should be cited as 
a precedent, when as a matter of fact the 
government of the United States, composed 
of the executive and legislative branches, 
did set a precedent in absolute conflict with. 
the opinion of President Jackson cited in the 
message yesterday. In other words, the 
message cited yesterday by the present Ex- 
ecutive from President Jackson was de- 
livered on the 2ist of December, 
1836, and in less than ten weeks 
after sending his opinion to ‘Congress 
he recognized the independence of the re- 
public of Texas by accrediting Ministers to 
and receiving Ministers from that republic. 

Mr. President, if those who oppose grant- 
ing independénce to Cuba are to be governed 
by precedent, they are welcome to all the 
comfort they can get when considering the 
conduct .of the United States toward the 
republic of Texas. Mr. President, it may 
be well in passing to consider the situation 
of the republic of Texas when this govern- 
ment acknowledged her independence. in 
the first place, there were but 30,000 Anglo- 
Americans, counting men, women, and chil- 
dren, and a mixed lot of Mexicans, Indians, 
and negroes. There are more men under 
arms today in the insurgent army in Cuba 
than there were men, women, and children 
in. Texas when we acknowledged her in- 
dependence. The total army of the Texas 
republic when we handed her the jewel 
crown of independence consisted of less 
than 800 men, 700 who had enlisted for the 
period of the war, and eighty who had six 
months to serve at the close of 1836. True, 
she had some alleged warships, but they 
were lying idle for want of funds. Her 

had neither flour nor bread. They 
had ammunition, but were without flints. 

„Are we to be be governed by precedent, 
Mr. President? Here is the struggling 
island of Cuba, and it does not seem possible 
that any one, now, after the testimony of 
our colleague’ and Senator from Vermont 
as to the high character of the native Cu- 
bans in revolt against Spain, can doubt tne 
existence of a civil government in Cuba. 

“Is it possible that after the evidence 
has been before us in public documents for 
more thah a year we have to go through 
the horrible struggle of proving to some 
of the gentlemen the truth of the existence 
of that government as we did in proving 
to you the horrible situation of the re- 
concentrados? 

“Is the doubting Thomas still among us? 
And will he insist for further proof as to the 
genuine civil government in Cuba? Will 
he on such pretense make demands and 
cause delay until the rest shall have been 
starved? If so, I beg him to take document 
No. 19 of the Fifty-fifth Congress, printed 
more than a year ago, in this Senate, con- 

ning forty-four printed pages, showing

To illustrate, this branch of Congress de- 
clared two years ago in favor of’ acknowl- 
edging the belligerent rights of the Cuban 
insurgents, or the Cuban Republic. There 
are times when the acknowledgment of bel- 
ligerent rights may be held to be a cause for 
war, although the general rule is that the 
acknowledgment of belligerency is not casus 
belli. 

“ During the last year the President has 
considered the question of acknowledging 
the belligerent right of the Cubans. Was it 
not well that in the hour of consideration he 
knew what this branch of government 
thought of this question? The acknowledg- 
ment of the independence of one State by an- 
other is under some circumstances made a 
cause for war. If the Executive hesitates 
to take that step at present will he not be 
pleased, in consideration of the step, to be 
informed in respectful language of the wishes 
of this branch of the government? My con- 
tention, as a lawyer, is that the power to de- 
clare war having been fixed in Congress, it 
necessarily gives Congress the power to do 
and perform any act which under the law 
of nations may lead toward war. This does 
not in any way limit or abridge the executive 
power to do some things independently of 
the legislative power which under the law of 
nations may be held to be a cause for war. 

But, Mr. President, why talk of Presiden- 
tial functions or legislative functions? We 
are today one people, one country, and one 
flag. I have no disposition to trespass either 
here or elsewhere upon the Executive pre- 
rogatives. I have made this argument sim- 
ply to show that I have clearly a right to de- 
mand and a duty to perform, and the only 
demand I make in this connection is to have 
it presented in respectful manner as the reso- 
lution contemplates, and to have a right to 
vote upon that proposition which says to the 
President of the United States that there are 
some Of us in this branch of government who 
wish to see an acknowledgment of the inde-

His Closing Appeal.

ANOTHER FIELD DAY FOR CUBA. 


„Three Resolutions and Three Speeches 


Favoring Recognition of 
the Republic. 


Washington. D. C., April 12.—For nearly 
three hcurs today the Senate had the Cuban 
question in its several phases under discus- 
sion. Three resolutions bearing upon the 
question were introduced, one by Mr. Lind- 
say {Ky.], directing that the contemplated 
operations against the Spanish army in 
Cuba be in concert with General Gomes, the 
supreme command to be vested in the com- 
mander of the United States forces, to the 
end that the independence of the Cubans be 
secured; the second by Mr. Wilson [Wasnh.], 
directing the President at onte to také such 
steps as will secure to the Cuban people an 
independent republican form of government; 
and the third by Mr. Allen I[Neb. I. declaring 
the existence of war in Cuba and 
the President to take steps to stop it and se- 
cure to the people of the island a stable and 
ndependent government. 
Following the introduction ot the resolu- 
tions speeches were delivered by Mr. Pettus 
Ala. I. Mr. Mason IIIL I. and Mr, Butler 
N. C. J. Judge Pettus presented an argu-

He said that he belonged to what was popu- 
larly termed the opposition on the floor of 
the Senate, but he maintained that this op- 
position had thus far upheld the hands of 
the administration as loyally as had the best 
friends of the President, and were ready to 
continue to do so so long as they could and 
self-respect. 

“I am for avenging the Maine, however,” 
declared Mr. Butler, “‘ and would be if Cuba 
did not enter into the matter. a4 

Mr. Butler regretted that the President did 
not tell Congress what he meant—just what 
he wanted. He disagreed with the President 
concerning the recognition of the Cuban Re- 
public, maintaining that to stop the war on 
the island without granting the independence 
of the Cuban Republic simply meant the 
crushing of the Cuban patriots. 

“Why did General Lee hurry to Wash- 
ington?” inquired Mr. Butler. We are 
informed that he would have to get out of 
Havana before the President's message 
was read. Yet here comes a message that 
causes the Spaniards to build bonfires and 
rejoice, and starts the stock tickers to 
clicking merrily, and causes smiles to spread 
—— the countenances of Wall street gam- 
blers. 

Within a few hours I hope we will be 
called upon to vote upon a definite proposi- 
tion. The last one I voted for with pleasure. 
I voted for the $50,000,000 emergency ap- 
propriation. I am ready to vote for $50,000,- 
000 or for $200,000,000 to avenge the Maine 
and to free Cuba, but I'll not vote to expend 
a dollar for any doubtful policy, and I'll 

not vote for any scheme to protect Cuban 
bondholders as against humanity and free- 
dom and independence.“

Nothing from Cuba to Indicate the Ac- 
ceptance of the Armistice Granted 
by Spain. | 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—The armis- 
tice has gone into effect in Cuba, but no 
word had come as to the attitude of the in- 
surgents. If they do not accept it the ex- 
pectation of the Spanish government is that 
this will be made munifest within the next 
few days by continued hostilities by the 
forces of Gomez and others. 

It developed today that General Blanco’s 
proclamation of armistice specifically stated 
that it was yielded at the solicitation of the 
Pope and of the great powers of Europe. 
General Blanco’s language is regarded as 
signilicant in two respects; 

First, in showing that Spain yielded to the 
great powers and the Pope, and, second, that 
the United States was not included in the 
1 which brought about the conces- 
sioh. 

Word reached here today that the Spo nish 
Consul at Key West had retired from the 
Consulate there because of threats said to 
have been made against his life. This is the 
first removal of a Spanish official m the 
United States as a result of present troubles. 
The Consul at Key West reported the cir- 
cumstances in his case to the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington and said the feeling ex- 
tended beyond the Consul, and included 
those Spaniards at Key West who supported 
the home government. As a result the Con- 
sul and a number of Spaniards who have 
been living there have removed to Tampa, 
where it is said their safety is better as- 
‘gured, 

The Spanish Minister, Sefior Polo, feeis 
that his prediction of a more hopeful turn 
in affairs has been verified, and there are 
no signs of impending departure of the Min- 
ister and his staff. He made specific denial 
today of two published reports. One of these 
was to the effect that he had recently asked 
an audience at the State department to sub- 
mit certain new propositions, and that con- 
siderable trouble had arisen over the re- 
quest, the audience at first being denied and 
subsequently certain notes being withdrawn. 


| Sefior Polo requested that the statement be 


made that he had asked for no such du- 
dience, that it had not been denied, and that 
the withdrawal of notes as reported had not, 
in fact, eccurred. The Minister also denied 
the published statement that he had been in 
conference with those representing the plan 
for the purchase of Cuba. He says he has 
never in his life seen Colonel McCook, who is 
understood to be at the head of this purchase 


plan.

‘WAR TAX BILL is PREPARED. 
Increased Duty on Liquor, Tobacco, 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—The Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee have agreed upon a plan for raising 
revenue in case of need to carry on war with 
Spain. The plan will raise more than $100,- 
000,000 additional revenue anpually, and is 
thus distributed: 

An additional tax on beer of $1 per barrel, 
estimated to yield $35,000,000; a bank stamp 
tax, on the lines of the law of 1866, esti- 
mated to yield $30,000,000; a duty of three 
cents per pound on coffee and 10 cents per 
pound on tea, and a like amount of internal 
tax on stocks of coffee and tea on hand in 
the United States, estimated to yield 528,000,

are to be offered for sale at all postoffices in 
the United States in amounts of $50 each, 
making a great popular loan to be absorbed 
by the people. 

To tide over emergencies the Secretary of 
the Treasury will be authorized to issue 
Treasury certificates. These certificates, or 
debentures, are to be used to pay running 
expenses when the revenues do not meet 
the expenditures.

TWENTY-FIFTH INFANTRY TO GO 


Transter trom One Railroad to Another 


The Twenty-fifth United States Infantry, 
en route from the Northwest to the army 
rendezvous at Chickamauga Park camp, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., wil Ipass through Chi- 
cago today. The regiment will arrive over the, 
Chicago Great Western railroad at 11:45 
a. m. and will be immediately transferred via 
the Twelfth street switches to the Polk street 
depot, where special engines will be in readi- 
ness, and within twenty minutes the regulars 
will resume their journey south on the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois road. The Ninth 
Battalion, I. N. G., will not escort the troops 
through Chicago, because of the plan adopt- 
ed for a speedy transfer. 

The Twenhty-fifth arrived in St. Paul yes- 
terday and left at 7:15 p. m. for this city in 
a special train in three sections. The 500 or 
more soldiers who comprise the regiment are 
a fine body of men, nearly all young. The 
regimental and commissioned company of- 
ficers are all white. Most of them saw serv- 
ice in the civil war. Officers and men alike 
are pleased over the transfer to the South. 

The first trainload arrived in St. Paul over 
the Great Northern at 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. They were Companies C and E from 
Fort Assiniboine, and A and D from Fort 
Harrison. The engine of the train was pro- 
fusely decorated with flags. ö 

The Northern Pacific brought to St. Paul 
Companies B, F, G, and H from Fort Mis- 
soula and Lieutenant Hunt and eighteen 
privates from Old Fort Custer, arriving at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon. 

These companies were under the command 
of Colonel Andrew 8. Burt, who has been 
in the service since 1861. The second in 
command of the regiment is Lieutenant 
Colonel Aaron 8, Daggett, who entered the 
volunteer service from Memphis in 1861.

Breaks Away from His Attendant 
While Exercising. 


SON OF DR. ALMON BROOKS. 


Dr. Francis R. Brooks, the talented son of 
Dr.Almon Brooks, 4643 Lake avenue, drowned 
himself at Lake Geneva yesterday morn- 
ing. He was a patient at Dr. King’s sani- 
tarium there. During his morning walk he 
broke away from his attendant and leaped 
into the lake, drowning before he could be 
reached. The body was recovered later and 
taken to the sanitarium, where it will remain 
until this morning, when it will be shipped 


The funeral will be held at the family resi- 
dence on Thursday at 3p. m. . 

Young Dr. Brooks’ bright mind broke down 
on March 1 last under the strain of its many 
burdens. He seemed to be temporarily in- 
sane, and the family, taking fright at his 
apparently irresponsible condition, sent for 
police aid to restrain him. Policemen Will- 
lam Burke and James Duffy of the Hyde 
Park Station hurried to Dr. Brooks’ resi- 
dence. They found the young man armed 
with a butcher knife. 
he made an attack on the policemen, and 
both fired their revolvers at him. 
from Burke’s pistol struck him in the right 
arm and Duffy wounded him in the side. 
Neither of these injuries was serious, and 
the young man was cared for by his family 
until he recovered from the wounds. 


Goes to the Sanitarium. 


But his nervous and mental system was in 
such a shattered state that it was deemed 
advisable to send him to the sanatarium at 
The patient was not sent 
there under restraint, but with his own 
consent, though he felt grieved at the neces- 
sity for the course adopted. 

His father had received no details of the 
manner of his son's death last night, but 
presumed he had been out walking with an 
attendant and, being seized with a fit of de- 
lirium, accidentally fell into the lake. 

Communication with the sanitarium by 
long-distance telephone was fruitless of re- 
sults. The man who said he was in charge 
of the institution declared that he knew 
nothing about Dr. Francis R. Brooks, and 
that no patient of that name had been 
drowned accidentally or by insane impulse. 

From other sources in Lake Geneva it was 
learned that Dr. Brooks had started out in 
the morning from the sanitarium for his 
customary walk along the lake shore. His 
attendant accompanied him. 
the story in Lake Geneva, the doctor took 
advantage of a moment when his attendant 
was not on his guard, dashed away, and 
leaped into the water. Frantic efforts were 
made to save him, but in vain. The body 
was easily recovered, as the water is not 
deep where the drowning took place.

Dr. Francis Brooks was 31 years old and 
unmarried. He was a graduate of Harvard 
and Exeter, of the Chicago College of Law, 
the Law Department of the University of 
Virginia, and of the Chicago 
Physicians and Surgeons.

later embarked in literary work. He was 
the author of a number of able essays and 
reviews and of several poems.

ELZCAR TASCHERBAU uns HIS CA-

High Prelate in the Catholic Church 
Passes Away After a Life Which 
Was Marked by Many Distinctions— |

Quebec, April 12.— Cardinal Elscar A. 
Tasvhereau died today. He was a member 
of one of the oldest and most distinguished 
French families in Canada. He was born 
at Ste.

He studied for the priesthood and 
was ordained at the age of 22. In 1862 he 
was appointed Vicar General of the Arch-\ 
diocese of Quebec, and in 1871 he was made 
an Archbishop.

Mr. Foster would have celebrated the 
sixty-third anniversary of his birth had he 
lived until tomorrow. He was born on April 
14, 1885, at Rochester, N. Y., and was edu- 
cated in the public schools of that city. At 
the age of 17 he started out to make his 
own way in the world. He went to Albany, 
N. T., and became agent of the Mercantile 
line of canal boats between that city and 
Rochester. In 1854 he moved to New York 
City and engaged, on his own account, in 
the business of forwarding coal and lumber 
from there and Philadelphia to the market 
in his native town. 

In 1855 Mr. Foster came to Chicago and 

took a position as check clerk in the freight 
department of the old Galena and Chicago 
Union railroad, He advanced steadily, and 
in 1857 was promoted to the more responsible 
station of assistant cashier in the same office. 
In 1859 he was made chief clerk in the general 
ticket office, and from to 1868 was gen- 
eral bookkeeper in the cretary’s office. 
In January, 1865, he went with the Alton road 
as general accountant under W. M. Larra- 
bee, then Secretary’ and Treasurer of the |. 
company. When the latter resigned in 1879 
Mr. Foster became his suceessor. He filled | 
the position with marked ability, and was 
highly esteemed by all the officers and em- 
ployés ot the company. 
Mr. Foster was also Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Mississippi Bridge company, as 
well as Secretary to the Joliet and Chicago 
and the Louisiana and Mississippi River 
railroad companies, both of which are auxil- 
lary to the Chicago and Alton.

ACTION OF CONGRESS INDICATED. 
Resolutions were discussed last night by 
the Foreign committees of both the Senate 
and the House which may be taken as in- 
dicating in a general way the probable ac- 
tion of Congress when these resolutions ure 
reported today. The war and peace ele- 
ments in each committee seem to have 
reached a substantial a ment, and the 
general tenor of the action at both ends of 
the Capitol Building was also quite har- 
monious. 
The Senate, N are those offered 
by Senator Foraker, slightly modified. 
They call in unmistakable terms for imme- 
diate intervention in Cuba and for the 
evacuation of that island by Spain. There 
is no definite recognition of the insurgent 
government, but the right of the Cuban peo- 
ple to freedom and independence is asserted. 
The resolutions are accompanied by a strong 
preamble reciting the Maine disaster as 
cause for deep resentment on the part of 
this government. 
The whole nub of the matter is thus set 
forth in these three resolutions: ) 
That the pecple of the Iland of Cuba are and 
of right.ought to be free and independent. 
That the war Spain is waging against Cuba is so 
destructive of the commercial and property interests 
of the United States, and so cruel, barbarous. and 


inhuman in its character as to make it the duty 
of the United States to demand and the govern- 
demand, 


ment of the United States does hereby . 


that she at once withdraw her land and naval 
forces from Cuba and Cuban waters. 
That the President of the United States be, and 


‘he hereby is, authorized, empowered, and directed 


to use, if necessary, the entire land and naval 
forces of the United States and to call into the 


gervice of the United States the militia 


of the several States to such an extent as 
may be necesgary to carry these resolutions into 

There is the right ring to these resolu- 
tions, and at the same time they embody 
merely a distinct and definite continuation 
of the lines ot action indicated in the Presi- 
deht’s message. They touch the funda- 
mental point of the whole question by un- 
equivocally demanding that Spain “ at once 
withdraw her land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters.” The President 
is not only authorized and empowered, but 
also “ directed,” to use the whole power of 
the nation by land and sea for the prosecu- 
tion of this salutary purpose. : 

As the Foreign Relations committee of 
the House is, at this writing, upon the 
point of adopting these identical resolu- 
tions, or others substantially the same, the 
above paragraphs may be taken as prac- 
tically indicating the probable action of 
Congress. How much of delay and dila- 
tory tactics the discussion of the resolutions 
may bring out still remains to be seen. 
That something of the general nature of 
these resolutions will meet the approving 
votes of both Houses can scarcely be 
doubted. 

Unless Spain should decide that discre- 
tion was the better part of valor, and should 
ignominiously abandon its defiant attitude, 
there can be no question that the passage of 
these or gimilar resolutions by both Houses 
of Congress will mean almost immediate 
war. 


BLANOO’s DECREE, 


sued his decree, in purduance of orders 
from Spain, setting forth that the govern- 
ment, yielding to the wishes of the Pope, 
had decreed a suspension of hostilities, 
“with the object of preparing and facili- 
tating the restoration of peace in this 
island.” Under the authority of these in- 
structions he orders the suspension of hos- 
tilitigs in all the territory of the Island of 
Cuba, the details to be the object of “ spe- 
cial instructions that will be communicated 
to the several Commanders-in-Chief of the 
army corps for their easy and prompt exe- 
eution, according to the situation and cir- 
cumstances of the case.” It will be ob- 
served that the decree is significantly va 

in its terms. The cessation of hostilities 
will be regulated at different localities by 
the circumstances of the case, those cir- 
cumstances manifestly including the tem- 
per of the insurgents. It will be observed. 
further that no time limit is fixed to the op- 
eration of the decree, Operations by the 
Spanish troops may be resumed today or 
tomorrow, or at any other time when the 
circumstances require, and the war, which 
the President says must stop, will be re- 
sumed. 

The answer to this decree, so far as the 
insurgents are concerned, comes in the an- 
nouncement that General Garcia has passed 
the trocha, and that he and General Gomez, 
with 18,000 troops, are marching towards 
Havana, with the prospect of additions to 
their forces which will bring their strength 
up to 25,000 or 30,000 men when they 
come in sight of the city. If this state- 
ment be correct the suspension of hostilities 
will be of short duration. If Havana 
should be invested by the insurgents the 
Spaniards must fight or lose the city. In 
that/case this goyernment must intervene. 
But in case the Spaniards should not fight, 
will this government intervene and employ 
its forces against the insurgents, and thus 
virtually become an ally of Spain? Or, in 
case both sides should continue operations, 
will this government, in order to prevent a 
third war, make war against both the in- 
surgents and the Spaniards? The party of 
the second part as well as of the first part 
must consent to a suspension of hostilities 
before it can be made binding, and there 
is no prospect that the insurgents will give 
their consent or stop operations when the 
season is at hand which is directly to their 
advantage.

APPALLING CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 
Some of the saddest and most harrowing 


history the world has known is recorded in 


the consular correspondence sent by the 
President to Congress in connection with 
his Cuban message. This correspondence 


was prepared for transmission to Congress 


before the Maine catastrophe, and it is 


‘difficult to see any good reason why it was 


then withheld until the present time. The 
appalling facts of human suffering and 


death and of inhuman Spanish methods of | 


warfare were in no respect changed by the 
event in Havana harbor. | 
This heartrending exhibit of facts can- 
not be said to make many new revelations, 
but its very voluminousness impresses one 
with a new sense of the poignanay and 
wide extent of the catastrophe that has 


overtaken and is slowly extinguishing the 


Cuban people from the face of the earth. 
These reports give official confirmation to 


the worst and wildest of the newspaper 


stories that have been printed in the last 
year. ‘They prove, as nothing else could, 


that the truth is beyond exaggeration, and 


that the simple facts are more heavily 


charged with pathos and condemnation of 


Spain than any product of the imagination. 
The condition in all six provinces of 
Cuba appears to be almost equally terrible. 


The fiendish policy of Weyler in laying 


waste the fields and driving all farmers 
from the country into the cities has had and 
is still.having the intended result. It has 
left the whole island without food. The 
Spanish soldiers are only one degree far- 
ther removed from starvation than their 
victims, the reconcentrados. 


Most significant of all is the nature of the 


information from the more inaccessible 
provinces. and from those regions in which 
the insurgents have been most successful. 
From the extreme edstern Province of 


Santiago de Cuba Consul Hyatt sends a 


statement scarcely less sensational than 
that sent by Consul General Lee from the 
Province of Havana itself, where the re- 
concentration atrocities were the worst. 
Consul Hyatt says there are thousands of 
square miles at his end of the island which 
have never been trodden by Spanish sol- 
diers, and where the insurgents have been 
able to raise such crops as the exigencies of 
war would permit; yet he closes his com- 
munication by saying that a man is dying 


in the street in front of his door as he 


writes, that over one-third of the popula- 
tion are sick from diseases caused by lack 
of food and medicine, and that for the 
masses it is speedy help or sure death.” 

If this was the condition in the best lo- 
ealities three months ago, the horror of the 
present state of the whole island-can scarce- 
ly be imagined, much less described. Some 
idea of it may be gained from the state- 
ment of Consul Barker that in the Province 
of Santa Clara the deaths in six principal 
cities last Year were 81,000, and that at 
the beginning of the present month the con- 
ditions were such that nothing less than a 
monthly contribution of 100 tons of provis- 
ions from the United States could meet the 
actual wants of that province alone. 

The hopeless conditions in Havana Prov- 
ince are already more or less familiar, but 
the statement loses nothing of its horror 
from repetition. Before the close of last 
year Consul General Lee estimated that 
77 per cent of the reconcentrados in the 
shambles called the ditches” in Havana 
had died. He put the total number of re- 
concentrados in Havana Province at 150,- 
000, and estimated the deaths from starva- 
tion alone at 50 per cent. At the close of 
the first week in January General Lee an- 
nounced that this fearful rate of mortality 
extended to the whole territory covered by 
Weyler’s reconcentration order, and that 
one-half of the 400,000 self-supporting peo- 
ple thus deprived of their livelihood had 
already died of starvation or of fevers 


caused by hunger and exposure. Here are 


his words: 


1 estimd@te that probably 200,000 of the wae 


population of the Provinces of Pinar del Rio, 
Havana, Matanzas, and Santa Clara have died 
of starvation or from resultant causes, and the 
deaths of whole families almost simultaneously, 
and the praying of mothers for their children to be 
relieved of their horrible sufferings by death, are 
not the least of the many pitiable scenes which 
are ever present. 


It must be remembered that this was writ- 
ten three months ago and that even then the 
condition of the Spanish forces themselves 
was scarcely better. The Spaniards have 
not the provisions to give the sufferers, and 


they would not give these people food if they 


had it, The food and medicine distributed 
among the reconcentrados by Americans 
produced only wry faces and sullen resent- 
ment on the part of the Spaniards. And 
now the temporary relief that had come asa 
godsend to these starving and dying 
wretches is abruptly cut off by the severing 
of all official connections with Cuba. 

Our nation must act quickly if it acts at 
all. If we really mean to do anything from 
motives of humanity we must do it before 
the surviving sufferers shall have followed 
the others into the grave. No trumpet call 
could speak to, Congress more loudly or elo- 
quently for speedy action than these mat- 


ter-of-fact but appalling reports of the Cu- 
ban Consuls. 


THE JACKSON PRECEDENT. 

President, McKinley does not deem it 
Wise to recognize at this time the inde- 
pendence of the present insurgent govern- 
ment in Cuba. He cites as a precedent 
against such recognition the advice given 
to Congress by “ the resolute and patriotic 
Jackson ” not to recognize the independence 
of the republic of Texas. That advice was 
given after the battle of San Jacinto had 
been fought, President Santa Afia captured, 
and his army destroyed. But ten weeks 
after Jackson sent in his message 
did recognize the Texan republic, 

‘President Jackson did not state in his 
message his real reason for urging delay 
in the recognition of Texas, nor does Presi- 
dent McKinley give that reason. It is one 
which deprives the “precedépt” of al? 
value. x 

Jackson was exceedingly anxious to 
acquire Texas for the United States. There 
is good reason to believe that when Sam 
Houston went to Texas in 1829 for the 
purpose of revolutionizing what was then 
a Mexican State, Jackson knew and ap- 
proved of his project. In the summer of 
that same year Mexico was offered and re- 
fused five million dollars for Texas. That 
offer was renewed in 1835, with an offer 


of half a million additional if Mexico would 
allow the boundary line between it and 
the United States to run up the Rio Grande 
to the thirty-seventh degree—the southern 
line of Colorado, and thence west to the 
Pacific. He wanted California ag well as 
Texas.

RELEASE OF RECONCENTRADOS A FARCE. 

Among other things made clear by the 
mass of consular correspondence is the 
fact that General Blanco’s orders avowedly 
releasing the reconcentrados were not in- 
tended from the first to afford any real re- 
liet td. the sufferers, It was a bluff of the 
same empty sort as the present so-called 
“armistice.” The whole object of both of 
these pious pretenses at amelioration has 
been to throw dust in the eyes of the 
United Sthtes government and gain time. 

What Spain has been playing for from 
first to last is to stave off all outside in- 
tefference until such time as the Cuban 
people should be annihilated by starvation. 
So set is it upon this fiendish object that 
it is willing to see two-thirds of its own 
soldiers starve and die of fevers during the 


While the first article of General Blanco’s 
order relieving the reconcentrados granted 
them permission to return to the country, 
the third article abrogated this permission 
by exacting that the places in which they 
went must be garrisoned. In speaking of 
the Province of Santa Clara it is stated 
by Consul Barker that this condition alone 
barred over one-half of the unfortunates 
from any relief. Weyler had burned their 
homes and laid waste their fields, and 
the sugar estates capable of maintaining 
guards or garrisons could care for but a 
small percentage of the whole number. 

The same Consul gives the lie to the 
Spanish Minister’s assertions regarding the 
alleged “zones of cultivation.” 
he has seen no trace of them. The truth 
is that for a year the island has produced 
no food—nothing but a few patches of sugar 
cane. The intention was to force the re- 
concentrados to do nothing but help grind 
this cane, which was in the possession of 
Spanish planters, in order to get the profit 
Naturally Gomez and his 
insurgents sent out word that any mills at- 
tempting to grind cane would be destroyed. 
Hence the pretended release of the recon- 
centrados proved a complete farce. 

As Tue Trisune has said before, the 
sole way to save the Cubans from utter 
and barbarous extinction is to drive the 
Spaniards out of the island forever. Every 
pretense at concession or amelioration on 
the part of Spain is but a murderous subter- 
fyge. The only thing that can save the mar- 
tyred Cuban people from annihilation is 
prompt relief from outside sources, and the

But IIlinois cities have 
not perfect governments, nor can the voters 
of those cities be trusted with the power 
to clap mortgages on future generations. 

The power of Illinois municipalities to run 
in debt was limited by the constitution of 
1870 because those municipalities were 
plunging headlong into debt. They dis- 
liked the “pay as you go” method and 
preferred to borrow rather than to tax 
when they wanted an improvement.“ 

If Chicago were at liberty to add 50 mil- 
lions to its funded debt the 
ernment would discover at once “ permanent 
improvements "mainly temporury ones— 
costing about 50 millions.

| WHAT CAN ILLINOIS DO? 

States like New York and Ohio have 
appropriated money to be used for military 
purposes in the event of a war with Spain. 
Some of the members of the Illinois Legis- 
lature are diseussing the probability of a 
special session of the General Assembly to 
make a similar appropriation. 

There is no money in the treasury a 
able for that purpose, and the power of 
the State to borrow is limited by the con- 
stitution. To meet casual deficits in rev- 
enue a loan may be made not exceeding 
$250,000, but no other debt, except for the 
purpose of repelling invasion, suppressing 
insurrection, or defending the State in war 
shall be contracted, unless a law au- 
thorizing it shall have been submitted 
and approved by the people. | 
A strict construetidnist would hold that 
in the event of a war with 


would be no need of any money to defend 
the State against the Spaniards, to repel 
an invasion of thé United States or of the 
State. Nor would there be any insurrection 
to suppress. 

It is easy to see how a seaboard State 
could use money for its own defense in the 


event of a war with a foreign power which 


had a navy. With an interior State the 
situation is different. It has no harbors to 
defend and it will be called on for few 


soldiers to carry on & Spanish war. The 


general government can equip them, In 
1861 it could not. 

But if there is any way in which the 
State of Illinois can use money legitimately 
and advantageously in connection with a 
war with Spain, the people will be glad 


‘to ratify by an enormous vote any law 


authorizing a loan. Neither the people nor 
the courts will construe the constitution 
strictly if it is decided that the State can 
make good use of money in connection with 
a war With Spain. , 


THE WINNEBAGO RESOLUTIONS, 

The resolutions adopted by the Winne- 
bago County Republicans at their conven- 
tion held day before yesterday express 
opigions and lay down principles which 
should méet with a hearty response on the 
part of their political brethren in every 
county in Illinois. Those resolutions 
breathe the spirit of popular revolt against 
boodling legislators and corrupt political 
“ machines,” 


‘The first of the resolutiontudopted reads 


in part as follows: 


Resolved, That we declare the so-called Allen 
law passed by the present Legislature contrary to 
sound public. policy, and to the entire aims and 
spirit of the Republican party, and that we tender 
to our fellow-Republicans of Illinois our cobpera- 
tion In securing its repeal. 

The resolutions declare further— 


That the constituency represented in this con- 
vention demand of their officers and representa- 
tives personal integrity in office and freedom even 
from suspicion that unlawful gains are made from 
public positions bestowed by the public, They de- 
mand of such representatives honesty, sobriety, 
and open action in respect to all public matters, 
and insist upon the abolition of machine methods 
in party management. 3 
Therefore the Winnebago delegates to 
the Senatorial convention are instructed to 
“oppose the nomination of any candidate 
whose character and standing are = proof 
against corruption in legislative halls.” 

The doctrines here enunciated will not be 
welcomed by party bosses of high or low 
degree who have stuffed legislative halls 
with Senators and Representatives whose 
votes they have been able to control, and 
have delivered again and again to the high- 
est bidder. Venal “ bosses” and legisla- 
. cattle have disgraced this State too 
ong. 

Winnebago County has two Republican 
Representatives in the present General As- 
sembly. One of them voted for the Allen 
law and the other against it. The former 
has been disowned and the latter commend- 
ed for “ his opposition to all measures taint- 
ed with corruption, an opposition honora- 
ble alike to himself and to the people he 
represents.“

Resolutton Is Aimed at Advertisements 
and Political Portraits — Members 
Cheer the Motion—Marvin A. Farr, | 
Pliny B. Smith, and Roy 0. West

The Union League club voted with a shout 
last night to u agitation for a law which 
would permit the Stars and Stripes to wave 
undefiled by advertisements and political 
portraits. In the belief that the indiscrim- 
inate use to which the flag has been put in 
recent political campaigns has been a deg- 
radation, the Political Action committee had 
framed the following resolution, which was 
brought forward for action: 

Resolved, That the Union League club of Chi- 
cago heartily favors the cotperation of all public 
spirited oltisens in their efforts to obtain a law 
dent the defacement of our national flag 
by attaching any advertisement, or printing, or 
painting thereon, or Using any pattern or rep- 
resentation thereon for private gain. 

President Alexander H. Revell in intro- 
ducing the resolution spoke briefly, for he 
said he knew that the cause spoke for itself. 
He said thefe was other defacement than 
the common kind to be seen on signboards, 
and that the insult to the colors was not 
lesgened when the purposes were political. 


Adopted with a Cheer. 


When President Revell put the question 
‘the clubmen sprang to their feet and the 
horus of “ayes” rang out with enthusi- 
m. Though none spoke, the thought be- 
hind the cheer was well understood—it was 
for the flag itself. 

War was not referred to during the even- 
ing, the discussion falling entirely upon rev- 
enue and election reforms, 

Two amendments to the bylaws were sub- 
mitted and defeated. The first provided 
for the creation of a sinking fund from club 
profits to be used for purchasing the stock 
of the building. Its opponents said that the 

funds could be best used in the improve- 
ment of the interior fittings of the club- 
house. The second amendment was intended 
to secure transferable memberships. 


Revenue and Election Reforms. 


The opening formal topic was The Rev- 
enue Reform Bill and What It Hopes to Ac- 
complish.“ Marvin A. Farr and Pliny B. 
Smith made the addresses. | ; 

Mr. Farr as a preface recited the evils 
of the old law. The trouble with it,” he 
said, can be summed up in the statement 
that it did not bleed men according to their 
strength and that there were too many 
leeches to do the bleeding.“ He said that the 
new law, by placing the tax valuation at 
one-fifth the real valuation, and by limit- 
ing the rate, would bring out the concealed 
property, and that it would bring justice to 
the taxpayer.

CREDIT MEN CHEER M’KINLEY. 


Applaud an Indorsement of the Admin- 
istration at Their Annual Banquet 
—James H. Eckels Speaks. 


Nearly one year ago some of Chicago's 
leading credit men met at a banquet and or- 
ganized an association. They gave their 
second annual dinner last night at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, and there were more than 300 
diners at the five tables, besides the head 
one, where the officers, speakers, and guests 
sat. 

President R. C. Hall officiated as master 
of ceremonies, and in his address he made 
reference to the statesmanship of President 
McKinley. It elicited a hearty round of ap- 
plause. On his right sat James H. Eckels, 
ex-Controller of the Currency. who discussed 
„ The Association of Credit Men as Viewed 
by the Banker,” while to the left were Will- 


tam B. Walrath and Jesse Holdom, the 
| other speakers. 


In his introductory remarks President 
Hall said: 

„ Before entering on the subject in hand 
I feel constrained to refer briefly to that 
greater subject uppermost in the minds of 
all. Never within the recollection of many 
of us has our country been so disturbed as 
at present. Nor have we ever felt so proud 
of her. Taking the stand she has on the 
broad ground of humanity, going so far in 
her love for fellow-beings in distress as to 
relegate for the time being a dishonor shown 
her flag, but for which due satisfaction will 
surely be had at the proper time. Let us ac- 
cord to that noble statesman, William Me- 
Kinley, all the honor he is so justly entitled 
to, and let every citizen rally to his support, 
knowing that our honor is safe in his keep- 


- These sentiments were applauded. 

The first speaker introduced, William B. 
Walrath, responded to The Legal Side 
of the Association.” He said: 

That business-men need some knowledge 
of the laws becomes a truism as soon as the 
law is defined. A large part of the law con- 
sists of rules in accordance with which busi- 
ness must be conducted. Practically every- 
thing in the law of contracts ought to inter- 
est a credit man. The law of sales ought to

-If the business 
houses of Chicago would only repose more 
confidence in one another, it would be fol- 
lowed with more 4 less failures, 
and an altagether better character of busi- 
ness.“ 

He closed with the following reference to 
the present war situation: 

When his country is confronted with a 
most momentous situation and those who 
under the plea of patriotism give free rein 
to passion, the business-man should remem- 
ber that this country has been made great 
not by the methods of barbarism, but the 
methods of civilization, and that the glory 
of the nation lies through the walks of 
peace, and not through the channels of 
bloody warfare.”
